The 
people of the*original states were 
in'their combined action the. political 
power which gave birth to a new 
sovereign nation, not the people of 
the territories then in existence or 
afterward acquired.-

ARE CLOSED DOWN 


Stockholders Could JNot Agree on A 


Plan to Put Business on a 


Paying Basis. 


The closing down of the Janesville 


•Cotton Mills was a great surprise to 
many as 
the statement had been 


made several times that the mills 
•were doin)j a good business. 
It 


was the intention of the directors 
to put in new machinery to cost in 
the neighborhood of 
$40,000 and 


-otherwise to improve the plant so 
that it would be the equal of any in 


- the West. 


At a meeting of the stockholders 


lielcl on Tuesday afternoon it was de- 
cided that the best thing to do was 
to sell the plant at the best possi- 
ble figure. The p'ant cost original- 
ly over five hundred thousand dol- 
lars and di(l a successful business for 
many years. 


The business of the last two years 


has been highly satisfactory to the 
stockholders who looked forward to 
another year of prosperity. A change 
of conditions in the 
markets has 


•made the outlook less favorable, but 
even with this to contend with it was 
-thought that the mills could be run 
at a profit. 


Mr. Carney the new superintend- 


ent engaged in the East about the 
first of the year, came on and took 
charge of the plant. -After being here 
a short time he made a report as to 
the condition of the mills and sug- 
gested a number of 
improvements 


that would put the property in first 
class shape. The cost 
of these im- 


provements was much more than the 
stockhoMers had figured on and it 
was decided to close down the mills 
and to sell the plant. ' 


It appears that the real trouble 


with the plant is among the stock- 
holders they do not seem-to be able 
"to strike upon any p'an that is sat- 
isfactory to all of them, and are 
•against doing anything that 
will 


place any more 
responsibility on 


them. 
It is the old story of too 


•many managers and there is hardly 
•a question that if the plant was in 
the hands of a few people instead of 
many that it could be operated at a 
profit.

Mr. Carney was engaged for a year

Peter Waldron, a single man about 


forty years of age, was truck by the 
Milwaukee and Madison 
passenger 


train in the Prairie du Chien division 
due in Edgerton at 8:02 last eve- 
ning. 


Waldron had been down to 
the 


Rock River railroad bridge about a 
mile east of Edgerton fishing and 
was probably on his way home when 
he was killed. 
The engineer on; 


the passenger train that struck him 
said that he did not see him but felt 
the engine hit something when near 
the bridge. 
He thought that it was 


a dog or a pig and paid no attention 
to !*.•' 


Waldron's body was discovered by 


the crew of a freight train, which 
•was following the 
passenger and 


picked up and carried to Edgerton 
where he was identified. 


The body was not cut up much ex- 


cept around the face. 
One leg and 


one arm were broken and the body 
twisted some.

Listens to Learned Leaders. 


SIX 
SPEECHES 
PRESENTED. 


Dr. Ilcrrlck Johnson Farors n Clmtiffc 


in Crepd, Intlmntluir; Tliat It Is Jfot 
Up tor Date—A lllg Crowd In Atten- 
dance. 


Philadelphia, May 24.—The great- 


creed revision debate began in tha 
Presbyterian general assembly in tha 
mornins and drew an immense crowd 
to Calvary church. \Vithin ten min- 
utes after the doors were opened at 
8 o'clock every seat except those re- 
served for the commissioners, every 
window-sill and nearly every foot o£ 
standing room was occupied. 
Six 


speeches were made—three supporting 
revision and a new creed, oae favor- 
ing revision but not the new creed, 
and two opposing any change in the 
present standards. 
It is believed that 


a vote will be reached tomorrow, and 
the statement was mafle on the floor 
of the assembly today that 250 of the 
640 commissioners came here prepared 
to vote for a dismissal of the substi- 
tute. Dr. William McKibben of Cin- 
cinnati read the minority report, which 
favored the proposed revision, but op-- 
posed the new statement which the 
majority had recommended. The ma- 
jority report was signed by thirteen 
members and the minority by two. 


nr. Dickey Talks. 


Dr. Charles A. Dickey, chairman of 


the committee on revision, spoke for 
forty minutes, upholding the commit- 
tee's recommendations. 
He declared 


the dismissal of the whole question 
•would not answer when so many pres- 
byteries demanded some change, and 
thought the assembly should be will- 
ing to do that which is safe and con- 
sistent, which does not reproach the 
past and which casts no dishonor on 
the church. He added: "They tell us 
that the committee's report is indefl,- 
nite. I .think it exceedingly clear. The 
report says the change must be such 
as not to impair the confession of faith. 
That is plain. It is claimed that a 
change might 
interfere with some- 


body's liberty. 
We want the liberty 


of feeling and knowing that the con- 
fession of faith means that God saves 
His children and that God's love em- 
braces the whole world." 


Dr. Jolinsoti for Revision. 


Rev. Dr. HerricU Johnson of Chicago 


presented a careful analysis of the 
confession, showing why certain state- 
ments should be eliminated, and as- 
serting that some truths not contained 
therein should be added. No one would 
deny, he said, that the confession of 
faith was a human document, and 
therefore subject to error. Dr. John- 
son continued: "I have no attack to 
make on the creed. I wish calmly and 
dispassionately to investigate what it 
contains and what it'does not contain. 
They wrote some things in it which 
we do not believe to be true and failed 
to write some things which we* hold 
to be true. 
They wrote of the pope: 


'That anti-Christ man of sin and son 
of perdition.' We repudiate that, and 
why should it be allowed to remain? 
We have had the creed 250 years and 
will be following the footsteps of the 
Westminster divines if we make a new 
one. THe way is open to us to do as 
our /Westminster fathers did. What 
liberty had they that we do not pos- 
sess?"
